| particular, so immediately following the 


peculiarly interesting accounts of Mr. Pin- - 
kerton’s visit to that peninsula, is such as 
to lead to anticipations the most animating 
anddelighiful. Mr. Paterson (Missionary 
at Karass) spent most of the month of June 
there, and, wherever he went, whether to 
cities, towns, or villages, or to residences 
of the Tartars in the more open places of 
the country, the reception which he, and 
the object of his visit, the distribution of 
copies of the New Testament, met with, 
were the same. The interest, as well as 
readiness, with which every class of the 
population, and of every different religion, 
received copies, and read them, and with 
which they listened to Mr. Paterson’s ex-

Official- accounts have been reecived of 
the establishment ofa Bible Society at Mal-— 
ta, of which the Rev. W. Jowett, the Rev. 
Mr. Lowndes, and Dr. Cleardo Naudi, are 
Secretaries. The Commitee, consisting 
of Members of the British, Greek, and 
Maltese nations, held their first meeting 
on the 27th of May, 1817. Five hundred 
pounds have been granted in aid of the 
funds of this important Institution.

tance, either for the support of existing 
Auxiliary Societies in our native land,or as 
an encouragement to bring new ones into 
existence. 2 

By means of these providential subsidies 
united to the exertions and liberality of 
friends at home,our Biblical work has been 
kept in progress ; and your committee have 
been cnabled to publish 13,000 complete Bi- 
bles, & 8009 New Testaments ; most assur- 
edly the greatest number of copies of the 
Scriptures ever issued from the Swedish | 
press. in one year. : 
(commencing with those of the Evangelic- 
al Soci¢ty,) amounts to 73,600 New Testa- 
ments, and 31,509 Bibles ; besides 3000 co- 
pies of David’s Psalms, all whieh (with the 
exception of 5000 Bibles, and 3000 New- 
Testaments) are already in the hands of the 
public. It will be thus seen that your 
Committee have, by God’s assistance and 
blessing, endeavored to do their best ; and 
they trust, that, as Bible Associations are 
increasing, and will gradually empty their 
small rills into the broad streams of the lo- 
cal Bible Societies in country places, the 
supply will considerably increase, although 
(to judge by the means in hand) not in pro- 
portion to the existing hunger in the land 
for the word of Ged.

With respect to the progress of religion 
im this country, | am sorry | cannot speak 
as favorably. ‘There is a great ‘want of 
faithful preachers. Many churches are 
almost entirely destitute of the preached 
word. Others have it occasionally. Some 
exertions however have recently been made 
to remedy this evil. The Hopewell Pres- 
bytery have taken measures toemploy an 
itinerant preacher within their bounds. A 
society of ladies in Savannah, I am inform- 
ed, @re about to scnd out a missionary to 
ride in the interior of the State, during 
the present season. But I fear that these 
good exertions will be much retarded on 
account of the difficulty of obtaining suita- 
ble laborers. Our Baptist and Methodist 
brethren deserve much credit for their un- 
wearied exertions to disseminate the gos- 
pel, but after all, “ much ground remains 
to be possessed.” We do not despair of 
the ultimate success of the gospel throvgh- 
out this southern portion of our country.— 
We are much encouraged by the forma- 
tion of a number of benevolent socie- 
lies in different sections of the State.— 
Bible Societies have recently been formed 
in Waynesboro’, Louisvilie, and Lexington. 
Fract Societies have also been formed in 
the two first mentioned places, and also in 
Augusta, Washington, and Mount Zion — 
Sunday Schools have been established dur- 
ing the past season, in Savannah and Av- 
gusta. The inhabitants of Liberty county, 
have lately instituted regular free schoois 
throughout their county. And what is 
very pleasing to state, a number of ladies 
in this county, have formed a Society, auxi- 
liary to the American Society, for educat- 
ing pious young men, for the gospe} minis- 
try. Between two and three hundred dol- 
lars have been collected by their diligent 
efforts, for this benevolent object. These 
things inspire the hope that the night is far 
spent and thatthe day isat hand. Othat 
the Lord would grant us a few such showers 
of grace, as he has been pleased to pour 
out on many parts of New-England. Dear 
brother, pray for us.

EPITOME OF THE HISTORY OF THE 
JEWS IN ENGLAND. 
(Concluded from page 194.] 

As Rabbi Menassch was such a signal. 
instrument in endeavoring to obtain the 
re-sctilement of the Jews in England, in 
the reign of the Protector; the reader can- 
not be displeased with the following parti- 
culars of that singularly amiable and modest 
character. His intimate acquaintance, the 
French Prelate Nuetius, relates, that he 
was a chief ruler of ihe synagogue at Am- 
sterdam ; and by marriage aliied to the fa- 
mily of the Abarbanels, who pretended to 
be of the tribe of Judah, and lineally de- 
scended from the royal branch of David.— 
As his wife had borne him several chil- 
dren ; he frequently observed, that he had 
raised up seed to David. By a long course 
of study, he had made himself a complete 
master of the letter of scripture ; and | 
would frequently yicid the mystical super- | 
stitions of the caéa/a to the suggestions of | 
reason. Such were his various good quae | 
lities, that he was not only admired in fore) 
eign countries, but also inEngland ; where, 
during his residence, he was universally 
caressed ; so much So, that the celebrated 
oriental scholar, Dr. Pocock, wrote his life 
in French, and concluded a favorable ac- 
count of it, with this just compliment: 
« En un mot c’etoit un homme, sans pas- | 
! sans opu- 





sion, sans legeretee, mais helas ! 
lence.” Hisbirth was in Portugal in }604; 
and his death happened soon after his re- 
turn from England in 1657 ; baving obtain- | 
ed nothing more from Cromwell than the 
consideration of his petition ; which, per- | 
haps was as much as could have been ex- | 


pected in the perplexed state of the Pro- 


tector’s administration ; although theJews | 
pretended, that before his departure he had 

obtained for them that legal establishment, | 
which was the primary object of his mission. 

After this period of Jewish affairs, the 
foliowing circumstance occurred, which, 
although very remarkable, is but little 
known, though closely connected with their 
history. ‘Fhe noted Rabbi, Ben Azabel, 
with several others of his nation, who were 
Asiatic Jews, were sent into England to | 
make a private enquiry, whether or not | 
Cromwell was the Messiah, whom they | 
had so long expected. Much caution and 
address were necessary to obtain the object 
of their journey. Accordingly they pre- 
tended other business, as the motive ef 
their coming, and were occasionally favor- 
ed with several private interviews. Being 
desirous of collecting from bis relations, 
who resided in Huntingdonshire, whether 
any of his ancestors could be proved to be | 
of Jewish extraction, they proposed buying 
the Hebrew books and manuscripts of the 
University of Cambridge, which would na- 
turally lead them through a country where 
the inquiry could be made. The proposal 
was readily acceded to,as that distinguished 
seminary of literature was at that time under 
acloud,on account of their former loyalty to 
the king. Imprudently, however, contina- 
ing alonger time at Huntingdon than at 
Cambridge, suspicion arose that their busi- . 
ness at the University was not that which 
they pretended 5 and by not conducting 
their inquiries concerning the Protector’s | 
pedigree, with the secrecy and caution 
which the state of their affairs required, 
being only in England on sufferance, and 
their whole nation being under general 
odium ; the purport of their errand into 
London became discovered, and they were 
sent immediately out of the kingdom with- 
out having had granted dny of their re- 
quests. Harsh as this proceeding was to | 
the Jews concerned in the inquiry, the 
event was favorable to the cause of learning 
in England ; for by their hasty departure, 
they were prevented conveying from Cam- 
brige this valuable treasure of Oriental li- | 
terature, or taking it from those with whom 
it has been most profitably employed. 

Soon after the termination of those vio- 
lent debates which had agitated the public — 
mind concerning the re-admission of the 
Jews, in the time of Cromwell ; several | 
pamphlets were printed on both sides of 
the question, according to the sentiments | 
ef the contending parties. Among those 
who wrote against their return, none was 
worth noticing, excepting that which came | 
from the pen of Wil Prynne, in oppo- 
sition to the Protector, whom he suspected 
to be favorable to the Jews. It wasa small

erwritings. ‘To this intemperate publica- 
tion, an answer very shortly appeared from 
a Thomas Collier, dedicated to Cromwell ; 
in which he endeavored to prove, that, not- 
withstanding Prynne’s statement to the 
contrary, the Jews ought to be restored. 
As the last writer’s arguments are singu- 
lar, ard in some cases not irrevelant to the 
present state of the Jews; a few of them 
are submitted forthe reader’s consideration. 

First, be says that “in crucifying our 
Lord, the Jews did no more than was the 
counsel] and determination of God. Acts 
iv. 27,28. Though it was ‘heir sin, yet it 
was God’s counsel. Yeait is by crucilying 
that we have life.” Secondly : “« Though 
God cursed Cain with a deeper curse than 
the Jews, and that for the like sin; yet if 
any should stay Cain, God would take ven- 
geance seven fold.” Thirdiy: “* When 
we are commanded to reccive any one that 
comes, and brings not the doctrine of the 
gospel, &c. we must distinguish between 
the reception of men as men, and the re- 
ception of them as ministers. As ministers 
or teachers, we must not receive them ; as 





men,we may” Fifthly : As to the objec- 
tions commonly brought against their Im- 
mofalities, his answer seems proper—“that 
the like crimes were already praciised in 
England, and Jews might as well be re- 
strained by law as Christians.” The last 
argument is unanswerable, and indicates a 
smal! portion of that Christian spirit, which 
pow SéemMs so generally to prevail in their | 
favor. “Ob! letusrespect them.” Let 
us wait for that glorious day, “ which will 
make them the head of the nations. Oh ! 
the time is «at hand, when every one shall 
think himself happy, that can lay hold on 
the skirt of a Jew! our salvation came 
through them! our Jesus was of them! 
we are gotten into their promise and privi- 
leges ! the natural branches ere cut off, 
that we might be grafted in! On! let us | 
not be high minded but fear. Let us not, 
for God’s sake, be unmerciful to them ! 
Oh! let it be enough, if we Aave all their | 
riches /” 

None of these arguments however could | 
procure them any settlement in Cromweil’s 
time ; for, according to the national regis- 
ter, the whole number of Jews in London | 
did not exceed twelve inthe year 1663 ; 
consequently their re-admission must have 
been conceded underthe auspices of Charles 
the second. About the year 64 or 65, great 
numbers came into England, and have con- 
tinued to the present period. And it is 


| very probable,that the nation was then more 


willing to receive them, from the conver- 
sion of one of their famous Rabbies, which | 
was expected to have brought in the whole 


| flock. 


This Rabbi, Moses Scialitii, having well 
considered the arguments forChrist’s being | 
the true Messiah, was desirous of being | 
admitted into the Christian church.
